Among the recently published books, that on 
Dress-Reform, by Mrs. Woolson, from the im- 
portance of the subject, seems to merit some- 
thing more then mere mention. Its details 
range from the wonderful mechanism of the 
human body down to the minutest description of 
the new reformed dress. The general object is 
certainly a good one, te draw attention to the 
evils and absurdities of the present mode of 
dress, stress being chiefly laid on the fact of its 
over-tightness, its weight, and disproportional 
pressure on the hips. The four short lec- 
tures by lady physicians, Mrs. Blake, Mrs. 
Hastings, Mrs. Jackson, and Miss Haynes, are 
mainly from the physiological standpoint. The 
introduction, a longer lecture and an appen- 
dix, are supplied by Mrs. Woolson, who re- 
gards healthiness, convenience and beauty the 
three requisites in dress. It is well for the lat- 
ter not to be overlooked, for it is not to be de- 
nied that dress, like the appointments of a house 
and housekeeping, is one of the fine arts. Mrs. 
Woolson deals, as is her right, considering its 
influence in the world, to some extent in sar- 
casm and ridicule of present modes and cus- 
toms. Butno words can be more sarcastic than 
the illustration facing the title-page. It is a 
sketch of the interior of a room, the ornaments 
consisting, on one side, of a Venus de Milo par- 
tially draped and standing on a pedestal—the 
capital of a Doric column—and apicture of Mar- 
tha Washington in her matronly cap and kerchief 
hanging on high, and on the other side a beauti- 
ful antique vase standing on a pedestal also 
carved in antique. In the center stands what 
might be judged a column for the support of the 
head,.but for a more prominent adjunct, an ex- 
cresence on one side, the panier. Indeed, it is 
a modern fine lady vainly endeavoring with her 
two arms to raise an opera glass to her eyes. 
What an incongruity in the presence of those 
antiques! But my young friends assure me it 
is *‘no caricature of a fashionable girl of the 
period”! 

There are some things in the book to be criti- 
cised, or rather, perhaps, to be discussed. The 
tone of Mrs. Woolson’s allusion to Dr. Clarke's 
“*Sex in Education” seems rather uncalled for. 
We are of those who, finding no depreciation 
of the intellect or opportunities of women in 
his book, are unable to see the justice of the 
attacks made upon it; simply regarding it as an 
illumination from one, a physician's, standpoint 
on the causes of the declining health of Ameri- 
can women. It probably may not be perfect, 
even in that one point, but it certainly seems 
candid and well-meant, and has served to draw 
deserved attention to the subject.

They are simply 
women, nor more, nor less; not angels, not 
fools; for wealth makes people neither the one 
nor the other, but takes them just as they are 
and gives them better opportunities for acting 
out what is within. To the credit of human 
nature be it said, a most noble part do they often 
act. But, then, there are wealthy American 
women who will not wear styles and fabrics 
after they are adopted by working-women, though 
none are able tocarry their fastidiousness as far 
as the late Duchess of Sutherland, of whom it 
was said that, owning estates from sea to sea 
across the British Isle, and having the cloth for 
her apparel woven in her ogn looms, caused 
what remained of the patterns she selected to 
be destroyed, that it might not be put to meaner 
use. Why need working-women care to make 
fools of themselves by pursuing such a worth- 
less and fruitless chase? Again, it is injustice 
to women of wealth—unreasonable for working- 
women who have only a hundred dollars per 
year to spend in dreas to demand of those who 
have many thousands an example of the plain- 
ness and simplicity to which they are limited. 
It shows an undue regard for dress in those who 
demand it, opportunity to prove it only being 
wanting. Let the wealthy enjoy all their oppor- 
tunities for culture, refinement and beauty in 
all its departments, whether they appropriate 
their gifts selfishly, or apply them’ to noble 
and beneficent uses. Working-women are no 
poorer because of their advantages, nor are they 
more respected by people of good sense for 
vainly attempting to imitte them. 

Perhaps we have wandered somewhat, but yet 
these thoughts were suggested by the reading of 
Mrs. Woolson’s little book, which, it is to be 
hoped, may be extensively read, both for the 
sake of the reform it inculcates and the criti- 
cism and thought suggested.

Literary Table-Talk. 

Prof. -Adams’s valuable work on Democracy 
and Monarchy in France has been translated 
into German by a son of Auerbach the novelist, 
and will soon be published in Germany. This 
is something like the assurance of literary im- 
mortality. 

Ranke, the author of the famous J/istory of 
the Popes, and of many other remarkable histo- 
rical works, is also author of a History of Eng- 
land which has recently been translated and will 
soon be published by Macmillan & Co.. It can 
hardly fail to be a most important addition to 
our equipment for the study of English annals 
and their philosophy. 

The ‘ Schénberg-Cotta Family” library is 
shortly to be reinforced by a fresh story from 
Mrs. Charles, entitled Conquering and to Con- 
quer. These stories have a very wide reading, 
and deserve it. You can put your finger on 
occasional redundancies, but the heart of the 
stories is sweet and wholesome, and—what is 
quite important—they are very interesting. 

The International Scientific Series, published 
simultaneously in New York, London, Leipsic 
and Paris, already embraces a little library of 
thoroughly excellent volumes by such authors 
as Tyndall, Bain, Draper, Bagehot, Spencer, 
Maudsley, and others of like renown. Prof. 
Whitney of Yale will furnish for this series a 
volume on the Study of Language, which he is 
peculiarly competent to treat. 

The London Publishers’ Circular speaks of 
the Argosy Magazineas ‘‘a merry little barque, 
of which Mrs. Henry Wood [the editress] is, 
like Mr. Gilbert’s Mysterious Sailor— 

‘The cook and the captain bold, 
And the mate of the Nancy brig, 
And a bosun tight, and a midshipmite, 
And the crew of the captain’s gig,’ 
and ‘Johnny Ludlow into the bargain.’” That 
woman has some of her rights. 

A writer in the London Saturday Journal 
speaks very warmly of Dr. Holmes’s books, but 
thinks he will be most widely appreciated and 
longest remembered as the talker at the break- 
fast table. In concluding he says: ‘‘We are 
introduced in the course of hundreds of pages 
to many interesting characters; but the name 
of the mos¢ interesting character appears only 
on the title-pages, for it is the name of Oliver 
Wendell Holmes.”

If, now, Milton could 
be read by those who would find him a great 
impulse and delight, instead of wasting their 
time on current trash, this pretty edition would 
be multipled by hundreds of thousands. 

A new edition of the sumptuous issue of The 
Hanging of the Crane is announced. If any 
have wondered why it has been so long coming 
they will be interested to learn that the paper 
for this book is made expressly for it and no 
other, and that the press-work on a volume con- 
taining so many fine illustrations must be done 
with the greatest care or the pictures will be 
unequal, and not—as they are designed to be— 
works of art.

The speaker opened by a discussion of the 
principles and scope of language as a means for 
the expression of ideas, and of its origin and 
gradual development. He eulogized warmly 
the gift of speech as a special endowment of 
man and the special mark of distinction, sepa- 
rating him from the lower animals. In some 
unexplained way, man has become possessed of 
the key to expression which animals have never 
found; hence they have never become men. 
That they do in some way make known certain 
of their wants and emotions is undoubted, but 
it is merely the inarticulate voice in the wilder- 
ness preparing the way for the coming of the 
Messianic voice of man. No wonder that in 
ancient days the gift of speech was considered 
miraculous, though we know it to be the result 
of gradual accretion and development, and, if a 
miracle, only one which is repeated every time 
a child learns to talk. This development in the 
child comes from the hearing and appropriating 
of the sounds made by older persons, to some 
degree, but many words are originated and 
coined by children, some of them of great apt- 
ness and vigor, too. Were a community of 
children removed, at one year of age, entirely 
from the society of older persons, and allowed 
to grow up together, no doubt they would form 
and perfect a language of their own, crude 
though it would be in comparison with a lan- 
guage which has ages of tradition back of it. 
Language in its development was produced from 
certain primary sounds used to designate cer- 
tain object or feelings, or relations; in some 
cases, to represent sounds in nature. At any, 
rate, the things or the thoughts preceded the 
sounds and the words which thereafter came to 
stand for them. In this way names came to 
take the place of the things themselves, though 
the thought which found expression in the 
words was, and is, superior and exterior to them, 

and their expression must always come far short 
of fully representing the thought. 

Herein we find the inadequacy and imperfec- 

tion of language as a vehicle for ideas. The 
conditions of things and states of minds change 
from time to time, and the words remaining 
soon come to have a conventional and arbitrary 

meaning. In nothing is this more noticeable 
than in religion. The words of a creed are re- 

peated mechanically by people who gain but a 

dry and conventional idea therefrom, yet imag- 

ine their belief identical with that held by the 

founders of the creed, when to repeat its words 

was to risk one’s life. Thus, by degrees, reli- 

gion degenerates into mere creed-repeating, 

each person having his or her own ideas or 

lack of ideas as to the meaning of the words 

repeated.

The payment of this immense sum in so brief 
a period, and that, too, so soon after a desolating 


inasmuch as the imports and exports for the 
three years—1870 to 1473—nearly balanced each 
other, showing that France had exported during 
that critical period very little more than it im- 
ported, whether of gold or merchandise.” The 
real method by which France procured such 
huge masses of bills of exchange consisted in 
the sale and exportation of foreign securities 
previously held by private investors. The 
French government bought these securities of 
the people and paid for them by substituting its 
own bonds therefor. The foreign bonds, being 
thus exported, found purchasers in the various 
markets of Europe, and thus furnished the ba- 
sis for bills of exchange, with which France 
paid nearly the whole of the indemnity. In re- 
spect to French investors the process was sim- 
ply one of exchange, by which French securities 
were substituted for foreign. The investors 
sold the latter to the government, and the gov- 
ernment paid them with the former. It then 
exported the foreign securities, with them bought 
bills of exchange, and with these paid nearly 
the whole of the indemnity. 

The payment “being thus made by simply 
transferring debts previously due to France from 
foreign countries, there was no exhausting drain 
upon the stock of French gold and silver. The

“What!” exclaimed the British mother, aghast 
at the idea, ‘tallow my daughter to associate 
with the daughter of my grocer? Never!” And 
it was but justice to that noble dame to say that 
in this she echoed the sentiment of the whole 
body of the British Vulgar. 

It was unjust, however, to judge the past ex- 
clusively by the present. In ancient times this 
spirit of exclusiveness, and contempt for every- 
thing pertaining to the common people, had not 
been without good results. It was true that in 
those earlier epochs the millions toiled to sup- 
port the hundreds in ease andaffluence. But it 
was necessary that some class should have leis- 
ure to acquire the knowledge that in future ages 
would elevate and civilize the entire community. 
In this way the upper classes of ancient society 
held civilization in trust for future generations. 
To-day the world was coming of age, and just 
entering into itsestate. The passion for exclu- 
siveness, however, still survived, and ‘‘not to 
be vulgar” remained the great aim and object 
of nine-tenths of the cultivated classes. In this 
state of affairs it was curious to note the im- 
mense variety of customs and objects deemed 
vulgar. In a recent work on politeness, the 
law was solemnly laid down: ‘‘It is vulgar for 
the hostess at a dinner-party to offer her guests 
hot soup.”

The bank was 
careful to limit their issue to the amount which 
could be kept at par, or very nearly at par. 
French arms lost the day on the field of battle, 
yet French financiering has won one of the most 
brilliant victories of history. It paid abroad in 
about three years more than a thousand millions 
of dollars, with no large balance of trade in its 
tavor, with no derangement of dometic industry, 
with no exhaustion of gold and silver coin, and 
with but a slight depreciation of the paper cur- 
rency of the country. The people paid the 
amount by simply substituting French for for- 
eign securities. The plan was well conceived 
and the success complete. Of course, no nation 
not holding a large amount of foreign securities 
would te capable of such an achievement in 
finance. —Jndependent.
